No. 16-2/92-HA.—The National Committee on Use of 
Plastics in Agriculture (NCPA) was originally set up under 
the Department of Chemicals & Petrochemicals in 1981. The 
Committee was reconstituted in 1986 and again in 1989. In 
order to make this Committee more effective and to focus its 
endeavours in a more coordinated manner for promoting the 
use of plastics in agriculture, it has been decided to recons* 
titute the National Committee on Use of Plastics in Agricul¬ 
ture (hereinafter referred to as the Committee) under the 
Deptt. of Agriculture & Cooperation, as under :

2. The terms of reference of the Committee would be as 
under : 

(i) To prepare plans for use of plastics in agriculture 

with d view to increase agricultural productivity with 
special reference to optimising the use of available 
water resources, improving quality of the product, 
and reducing post harvest losses. 

(ii) To recommend suitable policy measures such as 
fiscal policy subsidy, assistance to fanners etc, for 

promotion on use of plastics in agriculture. 

(iii) To suggest strategies for propagation and increased 
adoption of various piasticulture applications with 
special reference to drip irrigation systems, green 
houses, mulching packaging, etc. 

(iv) To arrange promotion of Research and Development 
to build data base, to assist in prescribing quality 
standards for plastics used in agriculture, water man* 
agement, etc. 
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(v) To supervise and monitor effectively tbe implement 
ration of Plasticulture Distt. Programme (PDP) and 
Plasticulture Development Centres (PDC) in parti¬ 
cular and overall development of plasticulture m 
general. 

(vi) Any other matter connected with promotion of plas¬ 
ticulture in the country, 

3. The term of the Committee will initially be for a period 
of three years. The non-official members shall hold office 
during the pleasure of the President. The Committee shall 
meet as often as necessary but at least twice in a year. The 

Committee shall submit its reports to the Government on 
annual basis. 

4. The Secretarial assistance required for the Committee 
will continue to be provided by the Central Coordination 
Cell consisting of personnel drawn from the Indian Petro* 
chemicals 

5. The expenditure on TA/DA of the Vice-chancellors of 
Agricultural Universities and the fton-official members in con¬ 


nection with the journeys undertaken on Committee’s business 
will be met out of the funds allocated for the Committee. 
The corresponding expenditure in respect of other ex-officio 
members will be borne by their respective Departments. 

6. The Government may make suitable changes in the 
composition and the terms of reference, etc. of the committee 
if required. 

ORDER 

Ordered that a copy of the Resolution be communicated 
to all the State Governments, Union Territories Administra¬ 
tions, Lok Sabha and Rajya Sabha Secretariats and the con¬ 
cerned Ministries and Departments of the Government of 
India. 

Ordered also that the Resolution be published in the 
Gazette of India for general information.
